Naturally the buyer la skeptical 
and. notwithstanding all that hOa 
been done, he is often deluded by 
exrrarinntnt ndverttstng. Tha wise 
x mercham. therefore, will take care 
that his advertisements habitually 
understate and do not overstate 
his case. 

Little by little, fraud and chican¬ 
ery eliminate themselves. It Is 
demonstrated that, as business 
rises to the dignity of a profession. 
It must be based upon truth and 
honesty. In so doing It attracts 
to Itself the best portion of the 
people and. more and nilore. busi¬ 
ness becomes a preferred career. 

There Is no doubt that the era 
of the priest and the soldier is 
post and the era of the business 
man is at hand.

in good running ord The term “as is" is one you should thoroughly 
understand if you are thinking of buying a used caF. 

When you buy from a private owner, you buy “as is" or in other 
words if the /car has been doped up in some way or has some defect 
which was concealed or temporarily repaired for the demonstration, 
you have no come back, for you had a chance to examine the ear 
before you bought it. Once the seller has your money and you have 
his car, the transaction is concluded. 

When you buy a used car “as is" it i more than probable that 
I within a very short time you will ha^e to start spending money replac¬ 
ing worn parts. When a reputable dealer takes a used car in trade 
hr has it overhauled in his shops and put in first class condition and 
ill worn parts replaced. 

If you want a used car in good mechanical condition, therefore, the 
best place to go for it is the dealer. The beat dealer to buy a used 
car from is the dealer who also tells the same make, of car new 
When he sells a car, either new or used, his reputation is behind it. 
When you want service or parts, you know you can always get them.

The Provincial archive* have re¬ 
ceived few more interested visitor* 
than the party of the Duke of AUm 
during their short *tay here yester¬ 
day. They spent an hour In the re- 
cord* room, being particularly inter¬ 
ested in the early maps and plan* of 
thla country. 

Discussing the subject previous to 
their visit with The Time*, the Duke 
stated that his chief object In going 
to California, now was to see the 
relics of the Spanish occupation, and 
he had been much struck with the 
Increase of Spanish names as he 
came further West. In Seville there 
was u wonderful collection pf records 
dealing with the Hlapano-American 
development, and as the Nootka col¬ 
ony was the most northerly of the 
permanent settlements made by the 
Spaniards under the direction of tho 
viceroy of Mexico, it was of special 
Interest to him to come to Van¬ 
couver Island. 

The Duke expressed the hope that 
the records of the pre-Columbian his¬ 
tory of America would receive greater 
appreciation in the West, and said 
he was much interested in the 
scientific effort now being under¬ 
taken to establish the extent of Mon¬ 
golian influence on the races of the 
Pacific seaboard, and where the 
borderline was to be drawn between 
them and the interior tribes. 

He expressed also his satisfaction 
that the British Columbia authorities 
had decided to restrict the Provincial 
Museum to natural history and anth¬ 
ropological remains, as there already 
are many general collection* through¬ 
out the world, snd In a new country 
its special features should be given 
first consideration.
